The board of fupenritort this iiiorn- 
iog ga?e the office of county drain com- 
initiioner to a democrat. It elected J. 
B. Belttle, of Buchanan, to that of­ 
fice. Mr. BeisUe resigned bis {M^ltion 
on the board of supervisors to accept 
the drain commissionership. 
George 


A. Carreil, of Buchanan, and J. W. 
Ituyooldi, both 
republicans, 
were 
cho!$en as superintendents of the (Mwr, 
the former to fill the vacancy caused by 
tbe resignation of Freeman Franklin, 
and the latter to succeed himself. 


Thort« is indignation among the dem­ 
ocrats over Beistie-s resignation. 
It 
gives the republicans a majority on 
tbe Imrd and as the Buchanan village 
board, which has before it the election 
of a man to succeed Belstle. is republi­ 
can it goes without saying that Beistle’s 
sueceisor will be a republican, this 
creating among the supervisors a re­ 
publican majority of two. 


The democratic supervisors cau­ 
cused yesterday and decided on Belstle 
for drain commissioner. It was later 
discovered that a supervisor could not 
hold that office and Stephen Harner, 
an Oronoko township democrat, was 
picked out for the plikce. Belstle was 
very cunningly approached by the re­ 
publican members of tbe board and 
induced to resign tbe office of super­ 
visor, upon the assurance that if his 
democratic friends went back on him 
by reason of this action they (the re­ 
publicans) would throw their support 
to him and elect him to the office of 
drain commissioner. 
Belstle yielded 
and yesterday telephoned his resigna­ 
tion to the Buchanan town board. 


Supervisor Keith, a prominent demo­ 
crat, was angered beyond control over 
Beistle’s attitude, and publicly de­ 
clared he would not support a man 
with so little political honor as Belstle 
exhibited. 
Others of the democrats 
were sore and frankly expressed a pur­ 
pose to exert themselves to defeat 
Belstle. 


When the nominations for drain 
commissioner were declared In order 
the situation was further complicated 
by tbe presentation of Mr. Burbank’s 
name, the republican incumbent of tbe 
oRiee. It was bard for some of the re­ 
publicans to convince tbem»elves tbat 
they ought to vote for Beistle when a 
republican candidate wa§ up. The first 
ballot elected Belstle, be reeelvinji 18 
votes, Burbank 10. Harner 1, Glavin 
and Jennings 1. It is considered that 
Belstle owes hU election to tbe repul>- 
licuns.

$2 ,182.38: 
cost of maintaining each 
pauper, $1.63 
The sum of $1,092.19 was spent for 
temporary reliei of the poor outside of 
the county bouse and of this sum $600.- 
65 was expended for medical attend­ 
ance and only $44.49 for clothing. $684.- 
91 for food, $123.03 for fuel, $64.50 for 
funerals,93.55 for transport ition,$38 for 
supervisors services and $42.61 for 
miscellaneous: amount of relief to 
township poor reported by supervisors 
$4,375.86; amount expended for support 
of township poor at tbe county house, 
$1,667.27.

He Talks Z«ike a Bfan Interested in the 
Business of tbe Steamboat 
Companies. 


C h icag o , Oct. 15.—The following 
letter received from E. C. Harter of 
Chicago, who is making the trip to 
Dawson City over Chilkoot pass, was 
written at Lake Lindeman September 
16: 


“We found it as you predicted, that 
the old miners’ pass is tne one to stick 
to. We wasted about eight days on the 
White pass and then gave it up. Not 
more then 5 out of 100 will get through 
on the White pass. This one is 1,100 
feet higher, and one taking it will wish 
he had taken the other. The price of 
packing is 40 cents a pound irom Taiya 
(Dyea) to here. We hired a boat- 
builder to help us on the boat at 115 a 
day and board. Beans are selling at 65 
cents a pound. A boat suitable to go 
down on Yukon sells for from $300 to 
$500. We spent one day getting logs, 
and have been making lumber since 
with a whipsaw. 


There are no Indians packing on the 
White pass—this, the Chilkoot, is full 
of them. 
This camp looks like a ship­ 
yard. BVom three to ten boats go out 
every day. 
There are no houses here 
—all tents. 
I think there are abdut 
500 persons here yet building boats. 
Taking everything into consideration, 
it is cheaper, and very much hard work 
is avoided by going round by St. Mich­ 
ael, and tbe proper time to go is in the 
spring.”

New York, Oct. 15.—^arl Decker, on« 
of the rescuers of Evangelina Cossio y 
Cisneros from the Casa de Recojidas, 
Havana, arrived In this' city on ths 
Spanish line steamship Panama yester­ 
day afternoon. He was met down the 
bay by a number of newspaper men and 
said: **I was commissioned to go to Cuba 
and deliver Señorita Cosalo y- Cisneros 
from the fllthy Recojldai prison. 
I 
started from New York Áiig. 28, deter* 
mined to tree the woman, though I did 
not see my way clear aa’to the plan to 
be adopted. 
After reachliig Havana 
many plans suggested thenuMlvea to me. 
but each one proved Impracticable. I 
tried to bribe the Jailer, or alcalde, hut 
he wanted $16,000 for the job and poii< 
tlve assüninces that he and his family 
could get to the United States. This was 
too rich a proposition for me." Decker 
repeated the story of the rescue from the 
Jail as already told In these dispatches 
and then related what happened after 
the girl was out of the prison. 


From the Jail to a Beception. 


He said: “When Señorita Cosslo y Cis­ 
neros entered our shanty adjoining the 
Jail we let her rest a few moments and 
then took her to a carriage waiting out­ 
side and drove to the house of a friend. 
The friend was holding a reception that 
night, which was a part of the plot. The 
man who drove the carriage was one of 
the con»i>lrators. Señorita Cosslo y Cis­ 
neros was exhausted from excitement 
when she reached the house, but she did 
not give way. 
On Thursday morning 
she was taken to the house of a friend 
where she remained in secrecy until Sat­ 
urday afternoon. 


Had to Take a Risky Chance. 


“To reach the steamer for New York 
she was obliged to walk down Obispo 
street, the principal 
thoroughfare 
of 
Havana, at a time when the street was 
crowded, and yet take her time and 
smoke a cigar. If she had skulked about 
the back streets she would immediately 
have been suspected. It was over a mile 
from the house to the pier. She had a 
passport made out under an assumed 
name. All the steamships anchor out in 
the stream. Señorita Cossio y Cisneros 
walked down from the house clad as a 
rancher, and my companion and I fol­ 
lowed. 
She sauntered along leisurely 
and once in a while turned about to see 
if we were following. We motioned her 
to go on. She grew more confident as 
she went along, but we could see that 
she was under a ( »rain. She got on the 
launch and we ^ aited, and w'hen the 
launch returned from the vessel and she 
was not on it we knew that the scheme 
had worked like a charm.**

"The day after the jail-break 
the 
towp was astir over the escape of Se­ 
ñorita Cosslo y Cisneros. A house-to- 
house search was begun and would have 
been kept up had not a telegram from 
Minister Dupuy de Lome at W ashing­ 
ton mformed Weyler tliat the girl was 
on the high seas and expécted any .iay 
in New York. Then Weyler was n'»ad. 
He threw the jailor, Jose Quintana, into 
Jail, whereupon the jailor told about my 
attem pting to bribe him. This in con­ 
nection with the surmise of De Lome 
placed su9|)lcion on me. I gave it out 
that I was going to take a steamer for 
Mexico. 
There was only one steamer 
leaving Sunday, and that was a Span­ 
ish steamer. I waited for instructions 
from New York and had almost made 
up my mind to start Sunday, in«»truc- 
tions or no instructions. 
My instruc- 
itlons came, happily. 


“My passport was made out in tiie 
name of Karl Decker. In order to take 
the Panam a Sunday night and run the 
. gauntlet I must get my passport vised 
and stamped with the seal of the secre­ 
tary of the captain general. 
I knew 
that 
my passport 
would 
never be 
signed, and I learned that an order for 
my arrest v/as determined on, and that 
I was to be arrested at 5 o'clock Mon­ 
day morning. 
I was in a bad pick’.«:». 
I got a glimpse of the writing of Senor 
Carjoval, tiie secretary of Weyler, and 
copied it so that I had it down fine. 
Then I forced the vise signature. 
Ide- 
termined to <io without the seal. 
At 
the last moment I went to the wharf 
and took the launch for the steamship. 
The inspector looked at my paasport 
and asked where the seal was. 
I as­ 
sumed a nonchalant air as best I coul*i 
and told him that Senor Carjoval was 
at the Ingleterre hotel, and having no 
séal he signed his name to a statem ent 
saying it waa all right. The inspector 
hesitated and showed the signature to 
another inspector, and he said ail right 
and 1 was safe. 


“The 
Spanish 
authorities 
never 
thought for a moment that I would 
take a Spanish steamer. 
Nearlv all 
the Americans take the American line. 
They did not think to guard the Panama 
and watch for me. 
They arrest all 
prisoners at 5 o’clock in the morning. 
They were sure I would be in town on 
Monday and they were fooled."

visitors at the Hotel W aldorf yester­ 
day, among them General Julio San- 
, gully, Henry George, Tom L. Johnson 
and ex-Postm aster Charles W . Dayton.
